This program is designed to review recordkeeping 
and reporting requirements associated with the 
Virginia Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
(VPDES) permit.  The program will include 
discussions of recordkeeping requirements and the 
various reporting requirements established in the 
VPDES permit.  
 
The program will also include hands on exercises 
in performing required calculations and completing 
the VPDES monthly discharge monitoring report
